And Heidi Northover herself 
acknowledges that Bobby Orr has 
been a life-long passion - ever since 
the May 10,1970 NHL Stanley Cup 
game between the Boston Bruins and 
St. Louis Blues. 

It was Game 4. The score was tied 
3-3, with 40 seconds left on the clock, 
when a young Bobby Orr launched 
himself across the ice and scored the 


winning goal - clinching the Stanley 
Cup. “Once he scored that goal, I was 
hooked." 

Northover was only 11 at the time, 
but dates her dedication to the 
Bruins - and to Orr - from that game, 
which she watched with her family. 
She began collecting everything 
from her very first Bobby Orr poster, 
to Orr hockey cards and Bruins’ 


memorabilia. 

The connection was cemented 5 
years later, when Northover was 16. 
Her mom persuaded her to attend 
a Skate-athon in Richmond Hill, on 
July 22,1975. "I came close to saying I 
wasn’t interested, because who skates 
in July?” Heidi remembers. 

But she did go, and on her 49th lap

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Pedestrian Fatality on 10 SR 


At about 5:44 a.m., South Simcoe 
Police were called to a fatal 
pedestrian collision on 10 Sideroad, 
just south of the 
14th Line BWG. 

A pick-up truck 
northbound on 10 
Sideroad, driven 
by a Bradford 
West Gwillimbury 

was unable to 
avoid striking 
the pedestrian, a 
77 year old man 
believed to be 
from the Meaford 
area, who was 
walking in the northbound lane. 

South Simcoe Police Constable 
Rich Williamson noted that the area 
was “pitch dark" in the pre-dawn 
hours, and the pedestrian wore no 
reflective clothing. The driver “saw 
him at the last minute, braked and 



swerved but... hit him. He was killed 
instandy.” 

The driver of the pick-up truck was 
shaken, but unhurt. 

Sideroad 10 between the 
13th Line and Hwy. 89 
remained closed to traffic, 
as officers investigated the 
collision - and waited for 
the Special Investigations 
Unit to contact police. PC 
Williamson explained that 
several hours before the 
collision, the man had an 
interaction with the OPP. 
Although the interaction had 
taken place at least 2 hours 
earlier, and there was “no 
>n” with the 
collision, the SIU was notified. 

"The mystery is, why is he here?” 
Williamson said. The victim had left 
his van at the Outlet Mall, at Hwy. 
400 and 89. “We don't know why he 
was walking here.” The stretch of 10 
Sideroad is posted at 80 kmph.

Still time to get your ‘Flu Shot 


Midhurst - November 21, 
2013, started like any other 
day for 59 year old Bradford 
resident, Lynn Pitts. But after a 
game of pick-up hockey at the 
Bob Failis arena, Pitts began 
to experience symptoms of 
cardiac arrest. 

Pitts collapsed. Fortunately an 
off-duty firefighter and police 
officer were both at the arena, 
and quickly began CPR. Arena 
staff retrieved die County of 
Simcoe Paramedic Services 
AED - Automated External 
Defibrillator - installed at the 
rink, delivered 3 shocks to Pitts’ 
heart. 

When paramedics arrived on 
scene, Pitts had no vital signs. 
Paramedics continued CPR 
and defibrillation en route 
to hospital, and were able to 


restore a heart beat. 

Pitts was fully alert just 2 days 
later, in Southlake Regional 
Health Centre - and after 2 
weeks in hospital, recovering 
from his heart attack, is now 
back home. 

“Without the quick response, 
CPR and support from the 
defibrillator, we may have had a 
different outcome,” said Andrew 
Robert, Chief Paramedic with 
Simcoe County. 

“I am fortunate that I was 
in the right place at the 
right time,” Pitts said. “The 
defibrillator installed at the 
arena helped save my life, and 
I feel extremely fortunate to be 
alive today.” 

Simcoe County Paramedic 
Services have installed almost 
600 defibrillators in public 


spaces across the County, 
including schools, recreation 
centres and hockey arenas, 
through the County’s PAD 
program, and in partnership 
with the Heart & Stroke 
Foundation. The program is 
credited with saving 9 lives in 
Simcoe County, to date. 

Sudden cardiac arrest kills an 
estimated 40,000 Canadians 
each year. Outside of hospital, 
the chance of surviving sudden 
cardiac arrest is only 5%. Use 
of CPR and a defibrillator can 
increase the chance of survival 
by as much as 75%. 

“I want to thank everyone who 
helped save my life,” said Pitts.

Simcoe-Muskoka - The Simcoe 
Muskoka District Health Unit is 
recommending that residents not yet 
vaccinated get their 'flu shot. 

Flu season is picking up pace, the 
vaccine is still available in ample 
supply, and this year includes 
protection against the H1N1 strain 
of Swine Flu that has been dominant 
across the country. 

As of January 3, there were 69 
confirmed cases of influenza, the 
majority of them being the H1N1 
strain. And although this is the same 
virus that caused a global pandemic 
in 2009, there is now a proven vaccine 
against the strain.

people confuse the common cold with 
influenza. Like the cold, the'flu will 
cause coughing and runny nose, but 
symptoms also include headache, 
high fever, weakness, body aches and 
extreme fatigue, lasting longer than 
a cold. For those who are vulnerable, 
including young children, the elderly 
and people with compromised 
immune systems, ‘flu can weaken the 
body, opening the way for secondary 
infections, including pneumonia.

After years of dedicated 
fundraising, Procyon Wildlife 
Veterinary & Rehabilitation Services 
in Beeton raised enough money to 
build a much-needed sanctuary for 
orphaned deer. 

Shell Oil provided nearly 50% of 
the funds, through their Fuelling 
Change grant; the remainder came 
from caring donors eager to help 
save orphaned and 
injured deer. 

Construction 
of the new deer 
enclosures began 
in the summer, as 
volunteers marked 
out the perimeters 
and cleared the area. 

In the fall, a crew 
from Simcoe Fence 
Co. constructed 
two 1-acre deer 
enclosures, each of 
which can house 
up to 8 adult deer. 

Volunteers built 
gates and installed electric fencing 
to keep predators out. Lee Sheds 
donated a small barn, to provide 
shelter from the wind and cold. The 
enclosures were ready to go - and

enclosures were finished, Procyon 
received a young fawn that was 
paralyzed in her hind end. X-rays 
showed no sign of spinal fracture, 
but she did have wounds on her 



back. The fawn was treated for pain 
and swelling, and housed in a small 
enclosure. Volunteers provided 
physiotherapy twice a day, holding 
her up and encouraging her to walk 
on the lawn outside her cage. She was 
named Willow, after her favourite 
food. There were slight signs of 
improvement, but fears that she might 
never walk again. Then suddenly one 
day, there she was - 
standing in her pen, 
waiting for breakfast! 
Success! 

Now Willow is 
walking almost 
normally, and Procyon 
has acquired a Mend 
to keep her company 
- Hawthorne, a young 
deer a little older than 
Willow. They have 
become inseparable, 
and are enjoying their 
home in one of die new 
They will 

stay until Spring, when 
they will be released together, close to 
where they were found. 

There is a great need for deer 
rehabilitation in Ontario.

A call for Political reform

Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury By-law 94-080 
regulates the operation of motorized snow vehicles within 
our Municipality. 

With the snow season fast approaching, owners must 
ensure that all motorized snow vehicles have a permit 
validated by the Ministry of Transportation. In addition, 
the following regulations must be complied with while 
operating snow vehicles within the Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury: 

No person shall: 

1. Operate a motorized snow vehicle in the Town during any 
day between the hours of 11:00 p.m. to 7:00 a.m. in a 
residential subdivision; 

2. Drive a motorized snow vehicle upon a sidewalk in the 
Town, except for the purpose of directly crossing such 
sidewalk; 

3. Operate a motorized snow vehicle upon any privately 
owned property without the express written permission 
of the owner of the property; 

4. Operate a motorized snow vehicle on any Town 
parklands and properties; 

5. Cross a serviced roadway except at an angle of 
approximately 90’ to the direction of the serviced 
roadway. 

6. Drive a motorized snow vehicle at a greater rate of speed than: 

- 20 kilometers/hour on a highway where the speed limit is 
50 kilometers per hour or less; 

- 50 kilometers/hour on a highway, which is open to motor 
vehicle traffic, where the speed limit is greater than 50

Remembering Tayah 



The whole community was rooting for Tayah Fairbrother - 
the litde Bradford girl who loved dancing and dressing up, 
and who had just started school when, in October 2012, she 
was diagnosed with Stage 4 Neuroblastoma. 

Neuroblastoma cancer forms in the glands above the 
kidneys, impacting heart rate and blood pressure. The 
cancer can be difficult to diagnose, producing vague 
symptoms that include irritability, fatigue, loss of appetite, 
and fever. Often, it’s a lump in the abdomen that leads to 
the detection of the tumour. 

Litde Tayah, who was only 4 at the time of her diagnosis, 
underwent a long series of tests, operations and treatment 

- including major surgery, a bone marrow transplant, 
chemotherapy, radiation therapy and immunotherapy. 

She was a fighter - but on October 11,2013, the cancer 
returned; and on December 17, surrounded by her 
loving family, Tayah Fairbrother passed away at Sick Kids 
Hospital, at the age of 5. 

Four students from Bradford District High School's 
Challenge and Change Class - Rachel Koekkoek, Danielle 
George, Mike Masucci and David Philipow - had planned 
to hold a fundraising Spaghetti dinner, to raise money 
for Tayah’s treatment, including an alternative treatment 
available only in Germany. 

The four decided to go ahead with 
the dinner, held at the Bradford 
Legion on January 11. “This is our 
way of bringing awareness to our 
community, about children’s cancers,” 
explained Danielle. 

"We knew the story and we wanted 
to help as much as we could,” said 
Rachel, noting that the funds raised 
would go to the Fairbrother family. 

“We’re all pretty close to the 
Fairbrother family. They’re our 
neighbours," added Mike, thanking 
everyone who turned out for the 
fundraising event. “It means a lot not 
only to the Fairbrother family, but to the community.” 

The students planned the dinner, prepared an 
informational pamphlet on Tayah and her struggle with 
Neuroblastoma, collected donations for the Silent Auction; 
and with help from family and friends, cooked and served a 
dinner of Caesar Salad, Spaghetti and garlic bread. 

The goal was originally to raise about $800 for the family 

- but, Mike noted, “we’re way over that," assisted in large 
part by the generosity of donors like Bradford 8066/5 and 
John's No Frills, which provided the food or gift cards; and 
the support of those who attended, including the entire 
Bradford Rattlers Jr. “A” Hockey Team.. 

“I just wanted to say thank you to everyone,” said Mark 


Fairbrother, Tayah’s dad, in an emotional speech. He 
particularly thanked the Challenge and Change students. 
“It really means the world to me. Thank you to these guys - 
they’ve been amazing... 

“It’s been a long road. She's in a better place.” 

He said that the funds raised will help provide therapy for 
Tayah’s sister and brother, currently struggling with their

The economic crash of2008 sounded the death-knell for 
many small companies. 

Everything Maple & More, launched in 2006, was almost 
one of them.

to Innisfil, where Moore and Nadeau lease a health unit- 
inspected kitchen to produce batches of their maple 
products. And now, at the end of 2013, they are poised for 
greater growth. 

Their product line -146 different items, all created and 
tested by Moore - will soon be in 50 stores across Ontario, 
in addition to outlets across the country. And on December 
31, they officially unveiled their new labels and new look, 
featuring maple leafs in vibrant reds, oranges and yellows. 



"It looks Canadian, country, all-natural,” explains Nadeau. 

The launch took place at their Innisfil HQ, at 808 - 9th Line 
in Alcona, where their products are on display. Due to cost, 
the new labels will first appear only on the company's top 
25 best-sellers. 

It took nearly a year to get the labels right - and “months 
to get the nutritional facts table," Moore 
says. In fact, they broke new ground - 
coming up with the nutritional details for 
ingredients like maple syrup and habanero 
peppers - but now they're ready. 

Moore and Nadeau are looking forward 
to another boost to business: in 2013, they 
were chosen for an episode of Dragon’s 
Den, CBC’s hit reality show that focuses 
on entrepreneurs and new businesses. The 
episode will be airing on January 29 at 8 
p.m. (encoring on Sunday at 9 p.m.) 

They have been sworn to secrecy, and 
can’t say whether or not the Dragons 
bought their pitch - but the exposure on 
National television, one way or the other, can only raise the 
company's profile. 

So Moore and Nadeau are busy, getting ready for what 
may well be a stellar year for Everything Maple & More.

Caveat Emptor. It’s Latin, and it means," Let the buyer 
beware.” It’s more than just good shopping advice, it should 
be in your thoughts when you read your e-mails, Every 
year, Canadians are defrauded of thousands of dollars 
through the internet. 

Fraudulent e-mails rely on 3 things: greed, vanity, or 
sympathy. There are e-mails offering millions of dollars 
if you’ll just help the writer get his money out of a foreign 
bank by giving him your banking information. There are 
online dating scams, where you are approached through a 
dating website, swept off your feet with romantic promises, 
then asked for money to help your new friend replace 
a passport, a visa, or get a loved one out of jail. There 
are those seemingly panicky e-mails from a real friend, 
explaining that they have been hint on vacation, and asking 
for emergency money. 

When you read your e-mails, think: Does it sound too 
good to be true? If so, it’s a scam. Real business never ask 
for money up front, or processing fees before you can claim 
a prize. Verify all information. Call a friend who suddenly 
sends you a panicked e-mail, their account may have been 
hacked. Never send money to someone you've only met 
through the internet.

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Year end review 



In October, LOFT opened Bradford House - giving new 
life to the old Bradford Manor on Barrie St., as a home for 
low-income adults and seniors, especially those at risk of 
homelessness. October also saw the 10th anniversary of 
The Hub Youth Drop-in Centre, operated by Cross Trainers, 
on October 7; and the annual Good Neighbours Awards, 
October 11 - recognizing citizens who help make Bradford

of Remembrance. 

November was a month of 
Remembrance. On Nov. 3, an 
Afghanistan Memorial Board 
was presented to the Bradford 
Legion by Angus resident 
Russell Kelly, in memory of 
Sapper Brian Collier - who 
lost his life while serving in 
Afghanistan, in 2010. There 
were Remembrance Dinners, 

Wreath-laying ceremonies 
and a Remembrance parade, 
honouring those who served, 
and made the ultimate sacrifice. 

On Nov. 1, Premier Kathleen Wynne paid another visit 
to the Holland Marsh area, meeting with the public at the 
Holland Marsh Winery, in King Twp. She didn’t duck tough 
questions about the cancelled “peaker” gas plants. 

A report presented to Council on Nov. 5 confirmed the 
presence of Emerald Ash Borer larvae in ash trees in 
Bradford - the first time the borer had been detected in 
Simcoe County. The Town set aside $50,000 to treat or 
remove the 200 ash trees on public land. 

The local Punjabi community held its first Diwali 
celebration in Bradford and invited the community at large 
to drop in for the “Festival of Lights,” Nov. 9. The Master 
Planning process for the 97 acre Henderson Park, on 10 
Sideroad at the 9th Line, got underway on Nov. 18, under 
the guidance of Dillon Consulting. There will be additional 
public consultation, and preferred options by April 2014. 

And on Nov 16, Santa Claus came to Town! 

November 19 saw Town Council agree to move forward 
with a new $54 million interchange at the 5th Line 
and Highway 400, with the costs to be shared by the 
Federal government, Province, County of Simcoe, and 
Town. However, the Early Payment Agreement with the 
Residential developers, which would pay the lions’ share of 
the Town’s costs, was held up over a clause asking the Town 
repay a portion of the money up-fronted by developers, 
for non-residential development charges, within 10 years. 
On Dec. 2, after the repayment period was extended to 
12 years, Council approved the Agreement. Mayor Doug 
White called it a “historic day for the Town.” Just days later, 
Faurecia announced that it would be closing its Bradford 
plant - laying off550 full-time, and 100 Temporary workers 
as early as February 2014. 

And in the midst of Christmas celebrations and special 
events, Bradford was hard-hit by Mother Nature. Ice 
storms, Dec. 20-22, transformed local roads into skating 
rinks, literally.

around the rink, who should 
appear beside her but Orr 
himself. He took her hand, "and 
I don’t remember the 50th lap,” 
she laughs. 

Northover has photos of that 
meeting - and of every meeting 
since then, most of them signed, 
“To Heidi with love, from Bobby 
Orr.” They are carried in what she 
calls "The Orr Bible” a portable 
photo album that chronicles 
every meeting during Orr’s 
career as Defenseman, and 
during his retirement. Northover, 
often accompanied by her mom 
Betty - who celebrates her 93rd 
birthday January 16- has made 
the trip to the Bobby Orr Hall of 
Fame in Parry Sound, almost an 


annual pilgrimage. 

Northover isn't alone in 
considering the Canadian- 
born player as the greatest 
defenseman of all time. Orr is 
an 8-time winner of the Norris 
Trophy, 3-time winner of the 
Hart Trophy for Most Valuable 
Player, 2-time Stanley Cup 
champion (1970 and 1972), 
Hockey Hall of Famer - and still 
holds the record for most points 
scored in regular season play by 
a defenseman. 

The photos are only a fraction 
of Northover’s collection. She 
has magazines, posters, a Bobby 
Orr bobble-head, Bobby Orr doll, 
Boston Bruins’ jersey (signed 
by Orr, of course), ashtray, 
keychains, mug - and asks, “How 


many people do you know who 
own a Boston Gardens brick? I 
got it in 1995 when they tore the 
Gardens down.” 

She even has a poster of Orr in a 
Blackhawks jersey - his final two 
seasons before retirement were 
played with the Chicago team 
- but she sees that as almost a 
betrayal of her beloved Bruins. 

Most of her collection is 
currently on display at the 
Bradford Public Library, where 
she has been a library technician 
since 1988. 

With Hockey Day in Bradford 
West Gwillimbury coming up 
on January 18, the Sochi Winter 
Olympics coming up in February, 
and a new autobiography by 
Orr - "Orr, My Story” - recently 


released, the timing of the 
display,at the Library couldn’t be 
better. 

In fact, Northover has donated 
a copy of “Orr, My Story” signed 
by the author, that will be won by 
one lucky fan on February 3. Stop 
by the library, to fill out a free 
ballot for the draw. 

Bobby Orr retired in 1978 - but 
the fascination has never waned. 
“He’s just so genuine, and he 
treats everyone, one-on-one” 
with the same courtesy and 
attention, Northover says.
